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NEWSROOM NOTES — A new 
public health hazard from an 
unusual quarter — a poisonous 
spider — has arisen in Southern 
Illinois. 
The small brown spider re­ 
cently 
been 
found 
to 
be 
more poisonous than the Black 
Widow. Until now the Black Wi­ 
dow was thought to be the only 
poisonous spider in North Amer­ 
ica and it generally stayed away 
from the northern and midwest* 
ern states. 
The “ Brown Recluse,” as it’s 
called, has made its way into 
Illinois from the south. It may 
be carried to northern sections 
of the state in the clothing and 
equipment of tourists and camp 
ers. 
It has eight legs and is a half 
inch long and a quarter inch 
wide. It has a distinctive violin- 
shaped marking on its back. 
The venom from this spider is 
extremely potent and if bitten 
you should seek immediate med­ 
ical attention. 
Several deaths, including one 
in Illinois, have been attributed 
to the bite of a “ brown recluse.’ 
A large nest of the harmless 
looking spiders was recently un 
covered beneath a dormitory at 
a downstate school. The building 
was evacuated until a team of 
public health officials could kill 
ihem. 
In many cases a person may 
not even know when lie has been 
bitten by this spider. In other 
instances, some victims have re­ 
ported mild stings. 
However, pain may be felt at 
the site of the bite two to eight 
hours later. The pain is often 
followed by swelling, blistering, 
or even bleeding and ulceration. 
The victim may also complain 
of violent stomach pain and 
jaundice. The bites have been 
known to cause deep scars that 
appear like hollowed-out areas 
on the skin. Some scars are as 
large as a half dollar. In severe 
cases of spider poisoning, hospi­ 
talization is recommended. 
How can you protect yourself? 
1. Since the spider gets its

Some illegible writers do have 
their printed stationery so you 
can try to compare the illegible 
signature with the printed name.

So they mistakenly think it 
is “ smart” to scrawl their own

It is impossible for the trans­ 
portation facilities to handle the 
mark etable portion of the com 
and soybean crops in the short­ 
ened period. Farm ers u sing the 
new 
model 
pick er-sheller 
and 
larger 
combines 
can 
harvest 
three times more corn per day 
as with the conventional two* 
row' corn pick er. 
The newer rapid methods of 
ha r v e s t i n g , besides cau sing 
transportation 
problems, 
taxes 
the u nloading facilities of pro­ 
cessors, terminal elevators and 
port facilities, which cou ld re­ 
su lt in the grain going ou t of 
condition. 
The Department of Agricu ltu re 
and the Illinois Commerce Com­ 
mission are trying to assist in 
every wav possible.
